The subject of centralisation was finally 
dropped at the refornı congress in Düssel- 
dorf. The DGB has not become stronger 
and in Düsseldorf the question of a new 
basic course played no role at all. 

In his speech at the beginning of tlie 
congress DGB Chariman Vetter made i 
few programmatic rulings and called for 
unity within the trade union movement, 


During the course of the discussion, it 
was found the the importance of the 
affiliated unions would continue lo be 
the decisive factor in what is called trade 
union policy. 

That means that the basic programme 
of the DGB is the formal basis for the 
theoretical position of the unions but the 
unions themselves still retain a lot of 
roon1 for manoeuvre in the interpretation 
of the programme and in practical work. 

Jt remains to be seen whether ile 
unions have already missed their chunce 
of exercising an influence on social change 
as a political force and to their own ends, 
as the DGB Chairman put it, “if we do 
not take seriously tlhe appeal for political 
unity and solidarity," 

But the DGB cannot be sail to be 
disunited and thus condemned to failure. 
There is also.something to’ be said for 
Otto .Brenner’s belief that the DGB grows 
stronger as its afiilialed unions dÖ. :

The Border Guard thus has to carry out 
the same duties as the Federal States’ 
own police forces. Past experience has 
however shown that too many demands 
are often placed on tlıe’ police force, 

Speaking to BGS commanders, Minister 
Genscher said, “The security situation is 
marked by an increaso in crime, tlıe 
appearance of foreign terror groups trying 
to bring their disputes into the Federal 
Republic and the existence of a number 
of extremist groups who do not shim

Pins never krow until after treal- 
ınent whether doctors or dentists 
they visit will use antiquated nıcthocls or 
whether they have kept pace with ihe 
most recent developments in their sub- 
ject. 

Medical associations slate tliat doctors 
must attend further training courses but 
no check ls nade to ensure tley do. 

Because of the work involved in their 
practice many doctors are unable to find 
time to keep abreast of developments by 
attending congresses or studying medical 

journals. 

Things are now to take a turn for the 
better, Medicolloc, a subsidiary of the 
Ullstein publishing. company, has now 
developed a further cducation programme 
for dociors that can be studied at home, 

Special equipment enables doclors to 
see colour hilme via a television screen. 
These films of new medical developments 
can be repeated as often as the doctor 
wishes, No congress or journal can offer 
hire this, He and his patients benefit. 

The first cassettes containing the iii 
formation films will be sent to general 
practitioners during the course of the 
sumınter, : 

Dentists will have to wait a few months 
before they are able to find out about 
latest developments in thelr field from 
their armchairs. 

The first film was shown to dentists in 
Berlin at the end of April. Electro-surgery 
and complications resulting from local 
anaesthetics were the main subjects. 

One denlist said, “There could be no 
better introduction to these subjects. 
Everyone has the time to attend this sort 
of further training course.” 

Jt seems as if the cassette further 
training programme could prove how 
inlerested a doclor or dentist is in his

The original simple chromosome con- 
tent of the nucleus probably causes a 
certain amounl of cell enlargement.

The nucleus doubles the quantity of 
DNA — exactly how is not known — and

The heart muscle always functions and 
so cannot afford cell division as the cells 
would Ihen not be available where {hey 
were particularly needed. 

During division, which lasts several 
hours, the.cell! does not function. But this 
way it continues to function, as the 
nucleus helps to multiply the supply of 
information. 

Professor Beneke stated that this phe- 
nomenor: has been seen in tissue that has 
been under a particular strain in both 
ageing humans and animals though the 
link with strain hypertrophy has not yet 
been established experimentally.

Circulatory diseases 
top killer 


C irculatory diseases are the nıost con- 
mon cause of death in {lhe Federal 
Republic according to statislics published 
in the latest edition of the Minchner 
Atedizinische Wochenschrift, tlle Munich 
ınedical weekly. 

In the third quarter of 1970 a total of 
167,509 people died in the Federal 
Republic. 72,809 of these deaths were 
due {o a circulatory disease, 15,199 of 
them 1o acute infnrclion of Ihe heart 
muscle and 23,932 to circulatory coın- 
plaints affecting the braiıt. 

Second in the list of causes of death is 
cancer wilh 33,644, including 5,919 cases 
of cancer of tlie stomach, 5,708 cases of 
lung cancer and 2,498 of cancer of lhe 
breast. 

Respiratory complains led to 9,960 
deaths, diseases of the digestivo organs to 
9,763 and complaints of (he urino-genital 
system lo 4,070. 

1,065 people died of congenilal defor- 

mations, 10,013 in accidents or from 
poisoning and 3,240 conımttted suicide.

The protein groups in the chromatin — 
histons — obviously hold together the 
rather unstable DNA double-strand while 
‘he blockade may be carritd out by 
proteins lacking histon. 


As age increases. thie functioning of the 
provision of information’ necessary for 
the cellular metabolism declines. The 
nucleo-proteins. that were once flexible 
and accepted the information if need be 
become less mobile and finally die. 


In this .way the inactive DNA area 
gradually extends over areas that were 
previously biologically active. The cell 
thus gradually loses the busis for its 
metabolism aiid finally dies, 


This process shows a decisive primary 
mechanism of growing old which nay 
appear even earlier if the physiological 
function of 4 organ or group of cells is 
not needed. 

That would concur will the old ımedi- 
cal belief that appropriate physical and 
mental iraining is slill the best medicine 
for old age. A person urııly needs to begin 
early enough and do the exercises regular- 
ly. 


Nature has clearly given us the chance 
of influencing (he ageing process within 
cerlain limits. Profossuor Günther Beneke 
of Ulm University, a pathologist, sai (hat 
organs tul lud heen really used comain- 
edl during old age fur more nuclei with a 
double, triple or even quudruple chronta- 
ln content (han young cell systems or 
organs that lıad never had any really great 
demands placed upon them. 

That means that the chromosome con- 
tent of the nucleus has divided but not 
the cell itself. This multiplication of 
genetic material (polyploidia) Is parlicu- 
larly êonmımon in enlarged celis, especlully 
in a particularly large and efficient heart 
muscle. 

Enlargements of the heart to meet the 
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fseing in anı organism is not a wearing 
process in the technical sense but 
ically controlled process. Professor 
Rirch Verzar of Basle and other 
lilisis spoke of the molecular biologi- 
easons for growing old in a sympo- 
or experimental gerontology recent- 
in Giessen. . 
[BJ HP. vor Hahn of the Basle Institute 
Experimental Gerontology found a 
ageing process in the clıroria- 
ofthe nucleus. 


 .Further research into this will no doubt 
lead one day to the discovery of preven- 
tive measures that can be taken to halt or 
dow down the biological process of 
growing old.

In and around Munich a total of 
138,000 beds have been reserved for 
Olympic visitors. Munich itself has 24,000 
hotel beds and 20,000 beds in private 
homes at the ready, 

Munich tourist board chose “The 
Hospitable Olympics” as its slogan and 
set about booking hotel and boarding 
house beds between Ulm and Berchtesga- 
den. The campaign, the organisation 
commitlee says, has been a success. The 
bookings have been made. 

Three in four of the 138,000 beds are 
in hotels and boarding houses. Tho 
remainder are spare beds in private homes.
